til at the leagrh by tyranny of the Prieſts, 
he was guiltleſſe condemned vnder Pon» 
tius Pilate, then Preſident of Iugie, an 


moſt flanderoufly hanged on the croſle be-

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tweene two theenes, as a notorious treſ- 
aſſer. where taking vpon him the puniſnu- 
ment for our hnnes, he celinered 72 trom 
the curſe of the Law, 
And furaſnuchas he heing onely God, 


could nor fecle deatn, neither being one ly 


man could o::crcome death; he ioyued 
both together, and ſuffered his humanitio 
to ve puut᷑ hed with moſt cruel deatn, fee- 
ling in hin elfe the anger aud ſevere tudg- 
ment of God, even as it he had bene iu ex- 
treame torments of hell; and therefore 
cried with a lo d voice, My God,my God, 
why haft thou ſor ſaben me? [ns of nis tree 
mercie,withum compulion,he offered vp 
himſelſe 4s the onely ſacrince to pur 
the ſinnes of all the world ; fo that all u- 
ther ſacrifices for fu arebluſphemous. and 
derogate from the ſufnciencie hereof? 
which death, albeit it did ſuſnciently re» 
concile vs to Gd, yet the Scriptures 
com non ly do attribute our regeneration 
to his reſurrection, For as by tiſing aga:ne 
fron the graue the thiriſ day, he cou que - 
red death;euen ſo the victorie of our faith 
ſtandeth in his reſurrection: and therefore 
without the one, we cannot feele the be- 
nefits of the other. For as by his death 
ſinne was taken away: To our righteouſ+ 
nelſe was reſtored by his reſurrection. 
And becauſe hee would accomplith all 
things, and take poſſeſsion for vs iu his 
kingdoine, heaſcendedintoheauen , to 
eularge the ſame kingdome by the abun- 
dant power of his Spirit, by whom we are 
moſt aſſured of his continuall interceſuon 
towards God the Fatherfor vs.
